Claims 21 and 22 are allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person sl<illed in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to mal<e and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Applicant's specification does show or demonstrated the other additional drugs 
useful In neuroprotection or in the treatment of cerebral ischeamia, central nervous 
system injury or eye diseases. 

Claim 23 is not allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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(a) the invention was l<nown or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Taylor 
et al. (EP 0 194 112) (A3) of PTO-1449. 

Taylor et al. teach 3-aryl-oxyazetidlnecarboxamides are useful as anticonvulsants 
to treat epilepsy. (See the abstract) Note the 3-aryl-oxazetidinecarboxamides are 
derived from the same chemical structure as applicant's claim 1. Note epilepsy is 
considered to be a cerebral injury as disclosed in the enclosed Stedman's Medical 
Dictionary reference. Clearly, the cited reference teaches the instant compounds, 3- 
aryl-oxyazetidinecarboxamides, anticipates the instant invention, therefore the instant 
invention is unpatentable. 

Claims 1-20 are not allowed.
